Although Echerer's manual operation requires a user to specify the type of graphic being generated, i.e., clicking on the menu for 
measuring an angle before measuring an angle associated with two lines or four points (not necessarily four distinct points), Echerer 
teaches the automatic operation without requiring a user to specify the type of graphic being measured, i.e., the type of graphic as well 
as the two lines are defined all together in a file and this includes positioning on a pair of two points having three distinct points 
corresponding to the three point actuation/positioning on a display as recorded by a file and the user can directly generate the 
measurement graphic from a file without clicking on the menu (See Echerer column 17-18). 
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
